Seismic Convulsions Continue 
Up North, 


The Vaca Valley Receives Another 
Shaking Up. 


More Ruin Caused in the Already 
Shattered Towns, 


An Appeal for Tents by the Houseless 
People of Winters Meets With 
Prompt Response—Earth- 

quake Panic. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

San Francisco, April 21.—[By the 
Associated Press.] There was a recur- 
rence of the earthquake wave in the 
central portion of the State this fore- 
noon, which was perceptible and was 
noticeable as far east as Reno. Tele- 
graphic reports show that it was felt as 
far north as Red Bluff and to the San 
Joaquin Valley on the south. The 
shock was not as severe as that of Mon- 
day night, and the damage 
reported was to buildings in the towns 
of Winters, Woodland, Dixon, Esparto 
and Vacaville, which had been weak- 
ened by the temblor on Monda = § night. 

A survey of the damage of the six 
towns in the Vaca and Sacramento Val- 
leys shows that the buildings were of a 
frail character, the construction of 
which would not have been permitted 
inany city with building regulations, 
and a number of which would have col- 


| lapsed in the event of a storm of any 


character. 

In this city and Sacramento the shock 
was not noticeable in strong business 
blocks nor in the Mission churches, 
many of which are over 100 years old. 
People in rebuilding are now recog- 
nizing the necessity of doing so with 
heavy walisand girders. Today’s quake 
was attended with but few injuries to 
ae and these were from falling dé- 


"Fhete was another light shock here 
at 9:15 this evening. Buildings trem- 
bled slightly, but do damage was done. 
Shocks are also reported this evening 
from San Rafael, Vacaville, Lodi, Be- 
necia an other places in the State and 
also from as far east as Carson, Nev. 
The tremors seemed to have been very 
light and no damage is reported. 


ESPARTO AGAIN SHAKEN, 


‘Brick Buildings Collapse—Several Persons 


Receive Severe Injuries. ~ 
Esprarto, April 21.—[By the Asso- 
sociated Press. A severe shocks of 


] earthquake occurred here this morning, 


completely leveling the brick portion of 
the town. Every brick chimney was 
thrown to the ground and wooden build- 
ings were wrencced out of shape. W. 
W. Shulte, an engineer, was seriously 
if not fatally injured by a portion of the 
walls of a blacksmith shop falling on 
him. His leg was broken in several 
places; his jaw was broken and internal 
injuries are feared. 

vy & Schwab’s brick store is almost 
a complete wreck. The entire fire wall 
and part of the east and west walls are 
down. The loss to building and con- 
tents is $5000. 

The Barnes Hotel suffered severe loss, 
there being a hole 8x10 feet in the 
east wall. Bricks crashed through the 
roof and floor of the balcony and the 
cement walk was torn out of shape, 
The loss is $2500, 

Mrs. J. R. Davisson was taken out of 
the débris of Levy & Schwab’s store un- 
conscious, a baby.in her arms unhurt. 

Mrs. W. Barnes and Nellie Davis also 
narrowly escaped death by falling 
bricks and tin roofing. 

Reports from the surrounding country 
show great destruction to property. 
Teams broke and ran away, wrecking 
valuable vehicles and injuring stock. 
Extensive excavations are reported be- 
tween here and Woodland. 


AN APPEAL FOR AID. 


The Houseless People at Winters Ask for 
a Supply of Tents. 
SacraMENTO, April 21.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Gov. Markham received 
the following dispatch this morning: 
Winters, April 21, 11:55 a.m. 
Gov. H. H. Markham: A third shock of 
earthquake has almost demolished our 
town. Many people are without shelter, 
and there are indications of rain. Can you 
send any tents belonging to the State, or 


have you any?

To this Gov. Markham immediately 
replied: 

C. Rust, Winters, Cal.: Our tents will 
shelter from five to six personseach. How 
many do you want. Will do for your af- 
flicted people all that done.

Markham 
said: ‘If receive a reply necessitat- 
ing such action, I will send tents so that 
they will reach Winters tonight even if 
I have to secure a specialtrain. I have | 
also telegraphed to Vacaville, asking if | 
they are in need of supplies.’’ 


MORE DAMAGE AT DIXON, 


Buildings Tottering and the Inhabitants 
Completely Panic Stricken. 

Drxon, April 21.—[By the Associated 
Press.} At 9:48 a severe shock of 
earthquake reached us, completing the 
wreck which was before threatened. 
Only two or three brick buildings in 
town are safe. Occupants of brick 
buildings, who remained after the first 
shock are moving out. Noone was in- 
jured, but there are many who had nar- 
row escapes. People are again panic 
stricken and believe the ruin of the 
town will be completed before the 
shocks cease. Every available me- 
chanic and laborer is at work, attempt- 
ing toclear away the wreckage and 
take down condemned buildings before 
fatalities occur. 


THE S\ ATE CAPITOL DAMAGED, 


Disastrous \ ‘ts of the Quake on the 
Dry, Bailding. 

SackaMENTO, April.21.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) There was another 
9:45 
o’clock this morning, lasting twenty 
seconds. Buildings got a lively shak- 
ing. Plastering fell from many ceil- 
ings. Several old houses tumbled and 
much glassware was broken in crockery 
stores. 

The State Capitol suffered by the 


earthquake. A large portion of one ot | 
the plaster statues over the portico, 
150 feet from the ground, fell and 
struck forty feet from the building. 
The gigantic building trembled vio- 
lently and there was a general exodus 
of clerks. It was discovered that there 
was a crack made in the ceiling, ex- 
tending from one end of the buildin 
the other and going through the he 
of the Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion clear into the Assembly chamber. 
The key of the ceiling of the latter, 
which is formed of stucco work tipped 
with gold, was rent in places, as were 
also the Corinthian columns supporting 
the gallery. Books were thrown from 
shelves, and general disorder reigned. 
The children Were dismissed from the 
public schools. 


UNLUCKY VACAVILLE. 


Continued TremBlings Bringing Down the 
Walls and Terrorizing People. 

Vacavit_s, April 21.—| By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Aw earthquake was felt 
here this morning, but it was not as 
severe as those of the preceding days. 
Some shaky walls were demolished and 
a number of ceilings cracked, but no 
serious damage fs yet reported. 

The shock was heavy. Workmen re- 
moving the débris at Odd Fellows build- 
ing had a narrow escape. They refuse 
to return to work. A few more chim- 
neys are coming down. 

Another slight shock was felt at 6:15 
this evening, a@nd a heavier one at 
7:23. Nospecial damage was done, 
but people were frightened.

THE QUAKE AT WINTSRS. 


More Mavoc Usaused by Fresh Shocks—

Winters, April 21.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Another shock of earth- 
quake occurred here at 9:48 this morn- 
ing, throwing down the Masonic Hall, 
Chadwick’s building, Bertholet’s two- 
story stone building, Humphrey Bros.’ 
one-story stone building and generally 
demolishing goods and fixtures.

A GENBRAL SHAKING UP. 


The Quake Visits Many Places with More 
or Less Disastrous Results, 

Martinez, April 21.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] This morning at sixteen 
minutes to 10 o’clock a heavy shock of 
earthquake was felt here, frightening 
residents to such an extent that nearly 
every one rushed into the street. The 
vibrations lasted thirty-five seconds. 
Clocks stopped in some parts of town. 
| A lamp hanging in the county assessor's 
office was thrown down and broken and 
the courthouse was crackéd in one or 
two places, but not seriously. The 
brick building, used by the free library 
was cracked so badly that it is con- 
sidered unsafe, and the books will be 
removed as soon as another building can 
be fixed up for their reception, the li- 
brary being closed in the meantime. 

Teachers in public schools, with the 
exception of one room, became terrified 
and told the children to run out of 
doors, and in the mad rush one or two 
were hurt, but not seriously. No other 
damage has been reported. 

Woop.tanp, April 21.—The shock of 
earthquake this morning was more se- 
vere than the one Monday night, when 
a number of brick buildings lost chim- 
neys and had their wallscracked. This 
morning’s shock caused about fifty feet 
of fire wall of the Capitol Hotel to col- 
lapse and fallto the sidewaix. Other 
brick buildings were also damaged. 

In addition to the Capitol Hotel, the 
Christian Church, Odd Fellows’ Hall 
and Express office were 
Business was practically suspended, as 
people fear another tremble. 

Pgtatouma, April 21.—At9:48 o’clock 
this morning twosharp, quick earth- 
quake shocks passed through Petaluma 


from east to west. The first was light, 


but it was instanfly followed by a much 
heavier one. Clocks were stopped and 
some plastering was shaken down. 
Nearly everybody went into the streets 
as fast as possible. There was another 
slight shock tonight at 7:13. 

DavisviILuz, April 21.—At 9:28 this 
morning a severe shock was felt. The 
vibrations were from southeast to north- 
west. It was of brief duration, lasting 
no more than five seconds. yet in sever- 
ity it served to exceed that of the morn- 
ing ofthe 19th. Additional damage 
is scarcely noticeable save on the rear 
walls of the Masonic and Odd Fellows’ 
Halls, where the fissures show consider- 
able enlargement, and are now really 
dangerous should the vibrations con- 
tinue. In Campbell’s drug store sev: 
eral bottles were thrown from the 
shelves. 

Cuico, April 21. — Another heavy 
earthquake was felt here this morning 
at 9:48, lasting thirty seconds. The 
vibrations were from north to south. 
Lamps in buildings all over the city 
were set swaying. Ceilings in some 
places cracked and clocks stopped. 

Fresno, April 21.—A sharp shock of 
earthquake was felt here at 9:44 this 
morning. 

Winters, April 21.—J. Devilbiss’s 
house, one mile west, is a total wreck; 
also Jaker’s adobe and Wolff’s stone 
dwelling. 

Srooxton, April 21.—Quite a heavy 
shock of earthquake was felt here this 
morning at 9:48, lasting about ten 
seconds. The vibrations were from 
north tosouth. No damage was caused. 

April '21.—There was alight 
shock here this morning and a severe 
one occurred at 7:18 this evening. It 
was, ifanything, more severe than that 
of this morning. 

Carson (Nev.,) April 21.—Two more 
earthquake shocks were felt here to- 
day, one at 9:43 a.m, and another at 
7:15 p.m. No material damage was 
done in Carson by either of those 
shocks. 

Reno (Nev.,) April 21.—A slight 
shock of earthquake was felt here this 
morning at 9:48.

A New Version of the Rustlers’ War 
in Wyoming. 


The Cattlemen Assassins Hired by 
Powerful Capitalists, 


What It Cost to Put Roy and Champion 
Out of the Way--An Apperl 
to the President for 
a Hearing. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Denver (Colo.,) April 21.—[By the 
Associated Press.|] A special to the 
Republican from Douglass, Wyo., says: 
“The captured cattlemen are resting 
comfortably in camp tonight at Brown’s 
Springs, a stage station thirty-eight 
miles north. The trip has been a hard 
one, the expedition traveling three 
days through a blinding sleet and snow 
storm. At various points along the 
route armed men were met, and on sev- 
occasions cowboys held consultations 
with the captives, but no symptoms of 
hostility were manifested. Scarcity of 
forage along the route used up the ani- 
mals and caused delay. It is believed 
the party will reach Fort Fitterman, 
where they strike the railroad, late to- 
morrow night. 

“The companies of the Seventeenth 
Infantry came in from Fort Russell to- 
night and will remain until Van Horn 
and party arrive. Tonight a special 
train came in -from Cheyenne with 
three companies of the Seventeenth 
Infantry. They were under orders to 
remain until Col, Van Horn and party 


THEY WERE HIRED ASSASSINS. 

The Republican special from Chey- 
enne, Wyo., says: ‘Jim Dudley, alias 
Gus Green, a Paris (Tex.) invader who 
was wounded in the fight with rustlers 
and had a leg amputated at Fort Mc- 
Kinney, died Saturday. Aman named 
A. C. Dunning, from Idaho, now in jail 
at Buffalo, who was one of the party of 
regulators, states that he was hired by 
the secretary of the State Stock Com- 
mission, and a plan proposed was simply 
blood-curdling in itsatrocity. Dunning 
had a letter in his pocket directed to 
an Idaho friend, in which he gave away 
the whole story. This letter is now in 
the posséssion of the sheriff. Among a 
lot of other evidence it says that Cham- 
pion and Roy had been warned and 
would not have been killed if they had 
heeded the warning. The hired assas- 
sins, he says, were to get $6 a day and 
$50 apiece for every man killed. He 
says it cost over $8000 to get Cham- 
pion and Roy.”’ 

APPEAL TO THE PRESIDENT. 

Wasuineton, April 21.—The Presi- 
dent today received a request from Buf- 
falo, Wyo., asking him to receive a del- 
eg — to ‘lay before him the facts con- 

ing the recent trouble between 
cattlemen inthe State. The telegram 
stated that, contrary to all laws, an 
armed body of capitalists had entered 
the country with the avowed intention 
of taking possession of, and controlling 
the same in its own interests, and it is 
believed its aim was to terrorize and 
depopulate the country, and. if need be, 
murder all who resisted. The telegram 
adds that the c.tizens of the country 
are greatly maligued and their actions 
misrepresented. 

Senator Warren said he had no doubt 
the President would give the committee 
a hearing. He expressed the opinion 
that the people were acting under a 
misapprehension of the real purpose of 
the General Government in dealing 
with the matter. Its object was merely 
to maintain the supremacy of the law. 
In due course of time the cattlemen 
would be turned over to the State au- 
thorities aad tried. 

A FIGHT WITH RUSTLERS. 

Deapwoop (S.D.,) April 21.—Word 
was brought to this city today thata 
battle was fought between cowboys and 
rustlers at the spring round-up, near 
the Little Powder River on Monday, re- 
sulting in the repulse of the rustlers. 
It is expected trouble will ensue again, 
as the rustlers are determined to get 
into the round-up. 


RIOTING REFUGEES. 


Ruasians at Chicago Refuse to Work and 
Assail Their Benefactors. 

Cuicaco, April 21.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} After an evening of the 
wildest excitement a detail of police is 
on guard tonight at the Shelter House 
~f the Society in Aid of the Russian 
Refugees. Twenty-five or thirty of 
these refugees who have been housed 
and fed for the past four week, were 
provided with work, but insisted upon 
a continuance of charity, protesting 
that they were not able to work. The 
agents of the society, after making 
every effort fo get them out, deter- 
mined to eject then, and this was done 
this morning. Aftera short time the 
refugees returned, and being refused 
admittance, made an attack on the 
house, tearing down one of the doors. 
The police were summoned and quieted 
the rioters. 

The trouble started again, the refu- 
gees being joined by the street rabble. 
The police were called again, and after 
vigorous work the refugees were separ- 
ated from the rabble and the situation 
was patiently explained to them 
through an interpreter. They again 
set up the cry that they were unable to 
work, but after two hours of wrangling 
they were forced to leave. They 
threatened to make trouble and the de- 
tall of police remains of guard.

Fresh earthquakes have occurred in Central 
California and much additional damage has 
been done in the Vaca Valley.---Word has

How Gray's Portrait Tarned to the Wall 
While Cleveland’s Ogled the Ludies _ 


Daly Indorsed, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

IopIaNaPoLis, April 21.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.]| The Democratic State 
Convention met here this morning to 
nominate a State ticket and choose del- 
egates to the national convention. 

Senator Turpie was made permanent 
chairman. On taking the chair he made 
a speech,in which he declared that the 
convention meant the condemnation and 
overthrow of all force bills and federal 
returning boards. He noted how there 
were no recent reports of Southern out- 
rages since the defeat of the ‘‘force 
bill.”’ The convention also meant a re- 
duction of tariff rates in the interest of 
the workingmen. The speaker ar- 
raigned President Harrison as the 
“flesh and blood embodiment, com- 
pletest personification of the errors, 
falsehoods and fallacies of the Repub- 
elican party.’’ 

At the conclusion of Turpie’s speech 
the platform, a synopsis of which was 
sent in these dispatches last n 
read and unanimously adopt 
greatest enthusiasm was caused b the 
resolution declaring for Cleveland, but 
indorsing Gov. Gray as the choice of 
Indiana, should Cleveland’s nomination 
become impossible. Advocates of both 
tried to out-do each other in frantic 
cheers at the mention of their favorite’s 
name. 

At this juncture an amusing incident 
occurred. lLarge-sized portraits of 
Gray, Cleveland and Hendricks were 
suspended above the stage. The por- 
trait of Gray, impelled by a draught, 
began to swing and finally turned face 
tothe wall. The Cleveland men set up 
a wild yell at this alleged omen of the 
retirement of Gray from the Presi- 
dential arena. Frantic attempts were 


made by the Gray men on the 
stage to restore the _ picture 
to its original position, but it 


persisted in swinging back face to the 
wall, and each unsuccessful attempt to 
readjust it was only a signal for hilari- 
ous jeers from the Cleveland men. 
While these wild attempts were being 
made to keep Gray’s portrait ina dig- 
nified position another draught of air 
caught Cleveland's portrait and it, too, 
began toswing. Then came deafening 
cheers of delight from the Gray men, 
but the enthusiasm was shortlived. 
Cleveland’s picture only swung half 
way round when it stopped, facing the 
ladies’ gallery. The fair admirers of 
the ex-President applauded this uncon- 
scious deference Yor their sex, the 
Cleveland men —— it up, and there 
was another enthusiastic Cleveland 
demonstration. 

The great contest of the day began 
when the gubernatorial nomination was 
taken up. John G. Spanklin of Evans- 
ville, Mason J. Niblock of Vincennes 
and Mortimer Nye of La Porte were 
placed in nomination with the usual 
manifestations of enthusiasm, but the 
wildest demonstration took place when 
Claude Matthews of Clinton was pre- 
sented as the “farmer candidate.’’ 
Matthews forged ahead from the be- 
ginning, the result of the first ballot 
being: Matthews, 618; Shanklin, 
860; Niblock, 178; Nye, 150. 

Syjoe and Tippecanoe counties 
changed to Matthews, and his nomina- 
tion was made unanimous amid wild en- 
thusiasm. He was called to the front 
and made a brief speech, as did also the 
the defeated candidates. Matthews has 
always been a Democrat, and has never 
engaged inany business but farming. 
He is a member of the Farmers’ Mutual 
Benefit Association, and is expected to 
receive great support from agriculturr) 
organizations. 

Mortimer Nye of Laporte, was nomi- 
nated for Lieutenant Governor; Wil- 
liam R. Myers, for Secretary of State; 
John Oscar Henderson, Auditor; 
Albert Call, for Treasurer; Alonzo 
Greensmath, for Attorney General; 
Sydney R. Moon, for Reporter of the 
Supreme Court; Harvey D. Morris, for 
Superintendent of Public Institution; 
William A, Poore, for State Statistician. 

The delegation to the national con- 
vention is about equally composed of 
followers of Cleveland and Gray. The 
understanding seems sincere that the 
delegation shall cast its solid vote for 
Cleveland, unless the convention turns 
its attention to dark horses, in which 
case Gray will receive the vote.

Stockton’s Dusky Champion 
Wins New Laurels. 


The Turner-McCann Fight at San 
Francisco Last Night. 


The Philadelphian Forced to Give Up 
in the Eighth Round, 


Some Savage Slogging Indualged In on 
Both Sides—The Quaker City 
Man No Match for the 
Colored Bruiser,

San Francisco, April 21.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The quarters of 
the Pacific Athletic Club at the new 
Wigwam began to fill at an early hour 
this evening with spectators eagerly 
awaiting the opening of the finish fight 
between Jack McGann of Philadelphia 
and Charlie Turner, the colored middle- 
weight of Stockton. Great interest 
has been manifested as to the contest 
for some weeks, and delegations from 
Stockton, San José and other cities 
were present. The purse for which the 
men fought was $1250. The Turner 
men*were out in force, and in addition 
to those who came down from Stockton 
yesterday a special train of two cars 
brought an enthusiastic delegation this 

aftcrnoon. 

, Betting was brisk, but the McCann 

men held out for odds, gnd great stacks 

of Stockton coin went begging at odds 

of 10 to 9, and 20 to 18 on Turner. 

‘I never saw such fellows,’’ complained 

one old Stockton sport, as he leaned 

over the pool-room bar. ‘If these Mc 

Cann men krow they have a good thing 

why don’t they meet us fare and square 

on even grounds?’’ A majority of the 

Stocktonians were too busy to talk, 

however, and snapped up trifies in way 

of odd oreven money bets on the ré- 

sult or onthe number of rounds with 
great zest. At 7:45 p.m. Corbett alone 

had $8000 in his pool box, chiefly at 
odds of 20 to 18. Other stakes and 
private wagers swelled the amount to 
probably twice that figure. Laterin 
the evening McCann money circulated 
more freely, and at 8:30 he was the 
favorite in the betting at nearly even 
money. 

McCann was first in the ring at 9:10, 
Turner followed at 9:15. The weights 
were given out as follows: McCann, 


1650; Turner, 153. Mike Quilligan 


Arthur Ciirran seconded McCann; Sam 
Fitzpatrick and Billy Akers were be- 
hind Turner. Mike Sullivan was ref- 
eree. Time was called at 9:15. 

First round—McCann shaped up much 
larger than Turner, though the latter 
was a little heavier. McCann fell short 
twice witha half-arm left. Turner par- 
ried two-handed leaders and créwded 
McCann to the ropes, the latter duck- 
ing. 

Second round—Turner assumed the 
aggressive and rushed in twice witha 
left on the chest, McCann trying to 
duck and landing a left on the ribs. 
McCann gotinhisleft. Turnerclinched 
and landed his left on the neck. Both 
men were wary. 

Third round—McCarn ran away from 
a left lead and soon wiped Turner’s face 
with his left. Turner ran after him, 
slipping. McCann missed with his left 
and Turner got in one on the ribs, Mc- 
Cann doing good work with left. 

Fourth round.—McCann again led off 
with a lefc swipe for Turner’s head, just 

razing him. Turner parried, striking 
SteCann’ ’selbow. The latter landeda 
right on the ribs as Turner clinched to 
escape aleft. Arhot exvhange followed, 
honors being even. 

Fifth round.—McCann was smiling. 
Turner’s left fom . his .tomach and he 
crowded McCann to the ropes, upper 
cutting him. Turner’s left went around 
McCann’s neck, but he soon found his 
head with both hands. Turner jabbed 
atlong range. McCann missed with 
two-handed swings, but landed on Tur- 
ner’s head twice asthe round closed, 
the latter finding McCann’s ribs. 

Sixth round.—Turner crowded the 
white man to the ropes, jabbing him in 
the face. Turner measured his distance 
more carefully several times, again 
jabbed McCann in the face with his left 
and knocked him down with his right 
as he rushed. McCann fell over the 
ropes trying to getawayfrom Turner’s 
rush. 

Seventh round.—McCann made a 
fierce two-handed swing as the round 
opened, but the blows curled around 
Turner’s neck and the Stocktonian 
chopped him with his right. McCann 
cross-countered twice with his right on 
the head, but escaped from the rally 
with his left eye almost closed. 

Eighth round—McCann rushed and 
the men slugged each other at close 
range, both scoring hot lefts and Tur- 
ner getting the best of it. He plunged 
his left into McCann’s face twice and 
the latter went down, Turner bestriding 
him. When he arose he essayed a left, 
but Turner reached him first with both 
hands, sending himdown. McCannwas 
not completely out, but hew led 
around on the floor, trying to rise. dust 
before the gong sounded he crawled 
part way to Turner’s corner, but could 
not rise, and the call of time gave Tur 
ner the fight.

One Womanand Two Men. 

That Hetherington affair over in Ja- 

pan, as-it has been doled out to us in 
incomplete quantities, seems to be 
almost a perennial well-spring of joy. 
Although several months have elapsed 
since we gotthe first of it; although 
the man Robinson is just as dead as he 
ever will be; although Hetherington 
has been tried by the Consular Court 
and acquitted, and although Mrs. Heth- 
erington is still a fool, the scandal 
seems to have lost none of its freshness. 
The wires are liable to give us a col- 
umn ortwo ofit any day. And after 
the regular news agencies shall have 
exhausted it (as they probably will 
some day) then remain the special cor- 
respondent, the writer of society gossip, 
and possibly the novilist and dramatist 
to hear from. Clearly it is a long-lived 
scandal—and all this because the whole 
story was not told at first, and con- 
signed to oblivion along with the ten 
thousand other transitory affairs of the 
day. 
Since we seem destined to have the 
Hetherington affair embalmed in his- 
tory and current literature, a few re- 
flections upon it, of a more or less moral 
bearing, may not be out of place. We 
have no desire to dip any further into 
the scandal—that has been ‘‘workéd”’ 
enough in all reason—but we may be” 
allowed to generalize and moralize upon 
it, perhaps, without giving offense, even 
to the very pious. 

Given, a young man and a young 
| woman, of position, culture and wealth, 
married in the fashionable “swim’”’ and 
continuing in tk> “‘swim’’ as one of the 
chief ends of Jife.. Let the man have a 
dilettante profession, as that of a mili- 
tary officer off duty, and let him come 
and go as fancy or pleasure dictates. 
These young people have no home in 
the common acceptance of the term. 
No vine-clad cottage and bread and 
cheese and kisses for them: They are 
the habitues of hotels and fashiouable 
resorts. Of course it wonld be ‘‘bad 
form’’ and no end of trouble for sucha 
couple to have children, and they do 
not have them. The young woman has’ 
nothing in the world to do 
which might be construed into a useful 
occupation. She toils not, neither 
does she spin, yet Solomon’s favorite 
maid of honor was never so gorgeous. 
She primps and dresses herself and 
devotes her most ardent attention to the 
trivialities of her life. Her one ambi- 
tion is to make herself attractive—first, 
perhaps, to her husband, next to other 
men, and finally to become the envy-of 
all the woman in her set. 

This is the modern society woman 
who devotes herself to society asthe 
chief end of life. Whatcan be expected 
from her? In her case the old saw, 
‘‘For Satan finds some mischief still for 
idle handsto do,’’ is exemplified toa 
nicety. She sings and parades and 
dances and flirts. If the devil didn’t 
manage to sandwich in some of his own 
particular missions it would be a marvel. 
So, when we are told that Mrs. Hether- 
ington attended a ball with her hus- 
band and danced every number on the 
programme with Robinson, there is no 
great call for surprise. It is not sur- 
prising, either, that when remonstrated 
with by her husband for this indiscre- 
tion, she got angry and pouted, and 
told him she was no child to be dictated 
to, and that she would rather dance 
with Robinson than any man she 
knew. It is quite in keeping that, after 
the tragedy, she should say that she now 
loves her husband better than ever, and 
is glad, upon the whole, that Robinson 
is dead. That she feels a secret sense 
of pride in having been the cause of a 
‘mortal combat between two men fol- 
lows naturally. This is Mrs. Hethering- 
ton. Sheis a female animal—a little 
deer, ar.d she naturally takes up with 
the victorious stag. We have nothing 
to say against her, except that she is 
the natural result of her instincts and 
environment. She is a type, and avery 
pronounced type, whom American wo- 
men of intelligence, with serious 
notions of duty and usefulness in life, 
ought to look upon with abomination. 
They should also give heed to the causes 
which helped to produce such a type 
and beware of them. 

As to the man Robinson, he is dead. 
He deserved no better fate. There is 
not one word of excuse or palliation for 
his course. Let him settle the account 
for himself. | 

Lieut. Hetherington will probably 
have the commiseration of many peo- 
ple. He if to be pitied for having 
married such a foolofawoman. He is 
to be blamed, perhaps, for attempting 
to vindicate her honor when that honor 
was a very uncertain quantity. If he 
thinks to regain her love and devotion, 
he is building his hopes on shifting 
sands. His own life is wrecked, for, uo 
matter how he may justify himself or 
be justified by the court and public sen- 


timent, he will carry the blood of aj 


fellow creature on his hands to his 
dying day. In after years this blood- 
stain may inconvenience him more than 
it does now, At best his home—if he 
may be said to have a home—is dishon- 
ored and wrecked. 

Thus endeth thechapter. Young peo- 
ple of wealth and culture who marry 
and have it within their power to order 
their lives as the¥ will may draw a use- 
ful moral from it. There are worse 
things in life than devotion to honest 
work and irksome duty. ' 


The Coming Republican Conven.- 
tions.

AT THE PLAYHOUSES. 


GRAND OPERAHOUSE.—There are plays 
which depend entirely on stage settings 
and ‘‘accessories’’ for success; others 
which entirely ignore such surroundings 
and depend upon the intrinsic excellence of 
the plot and performance, and still others 
which make a judicious combination of the 
two features, giving each in its proper 
place. To the latter category Amy . 
belongs. The scenery is elaborate and 
costly, yet no point of excellence has been 
missed inthe acting. One of the most in. 
teresting features of this play is. the appro. 
priateness of the costumes and effects, 
One isspared the painful incongruity of 
seeing an eighteenth century costume in a 
sixteenth century play. 

The play follows very mn Scott's 
‘‘Kenilworth,”’ upon which it is founded— 
a romance which many consider the best of 
the Waverley novels,—keeping close to the 
dialogue of the ‘Wizard of the North,” a 
feature which many who have groaned at 
crude ‘‘adaptations’’ will appreciate. The 
chief alteration which is made—in the 
finale—is one which will commend itself to 
the average spectator. 

Marie Wainwright as ‘‘Amy Robsart” is a 
character which grows upon the audience 
from act toact. The lady has a musical 
and sympathetic voice, and avoids all at- 
tempt at exaggerated stage effect. She 
captures her audience by the naive simplic 
ity of her acting. ~ 

Barton Hill, as “Richard Tarney,’’ is a 
modified Mephistopheles who gives no 
sign of his advanced age and carries out 
Scott’s creations in a most life-like man- 
ner, Throughout the entire course of the 
play he does not lose a single point. 

Wallace Bruce, as ‘Tressilian,”’ and 
Alfred Barnham, asthe *‘Earl of Sussex,”’ 
sustained their parts in an easy, unaffected 
manner. One of the best-sustained charac- 
ters in the play was that of ‘Tony Foster” 
(E. Y. Backus,) an interesting character 
study, whose make-up and acting in this 
subsidiary part is deserving of special men. 
tion. 

After all, however, the chief praise is due 
to those who have charge of the mounting 
and setting of the play. Itis a succession of 
stage pictures, both picturesque and accur- 
ate, even to the smallestdetails. It has been 
long since a representation so close and 
complete in historical accuracy has been 
shown upon the stage in Los Angeles.

Lonpon, April 21.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] An Englishman named 
Delmard was arrested in Paris,...and, 
notwithstanding the fact that there was 
no reason for his arrest, he was locked 
up in a wretched cell until morning and 
then taken to his lodgings. He was or- 
dered to move, but refused to do so. 
He was struck in the face and knocked 
down, and taken again to the prefect- 
ure and placed in a cell filled with ver- 
min. Onthe following day, after ex- 
amination by a judge, he was taken to 
the Mazas prison and stripped, being 
kept naked for an hour and a half. He 
was then put in a cell measuring 6 feet 
by 6 feet 2inches, with Anastay, who 
was executed a few days ago for the 
brutal murder of Baroness Dellard. At. 
night he slept with Anastay on one 


side and Ravachol, the Anarchist, on 
the other. 

Delmard was again taken before a 
judge, but was sent back to prison on a 
charge of being aspy. On April 14 he 
was liberated. The judge apologized 
for his incarceration, po blamed the 
‘police. 

The matter has been laid before the 
Foreign Office and Delmard demands 
heavy compensation for the outrageous 


treatment. This being the second 
instance of unwarranted arrest of 
an Englishman in France, it is 


believed England will take such steps 
in the matter as will leave no doubt as 
to her intentions. 


TO CONQUER DAHOMEY. 


France Talks of Completly Subjagating 
the Country. 

Paris, April 21.—|By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The cabinet has de- 
cided upon extensive operations in 
Dahomey under the guidance of the 
Minister of Marine. La France today 
accuses England of encouraging King 
Behanzin to resist the French. The 
Dahomeyan force near Kotonou is build- 
ing entrenchments and making a road 
for the purpose of bringing supplies 
from the interior. A gunboat has ar- 
rived there to protect the town. 

Newspapers demand the complete 
subjugation of Dahomey, and it is 
judged from the tone of the articles 
that they desire a French protectorate 
to be established. Those acquainted 
with the Dahomeyans and the country 
know that to completely subdue Da- 
homey will be an expensive undertak- 
ing, both in life and money.

UNIVERSITY EXTENSION. © 


An Outline of the Pian Proposed by Prof. 
William Carey Jones. 

William Carey Jones, professor of 
United States’ history in the State 
University at Berkeley, is in the city, 
examining the candidates of the high- 
school for admission to the State Uni- 
versity, and is also deputized by the 
Board of Regents to ascertain the pros- 
pects of University extension in this 
city. In an address at the High School 

esterday afternoon .Prof. Jones out- 
ined the system and methods of “Uni- 
versity extension,’? which, as practiced 
by the faculty of the State University, 
he explained, has been most successful 
in San Francisco and Oakland. . 

A certain number of persons desire to 
undertake a special course of study, 
application is made to the Board. of 
Regents of the University, who send 
a professor to lecture on the subject 
flecided upon by the cl If in the 
immediate vicinity, as for"instance San 
Francisco and Berkeley, a course can 
be extended for months with one or two 
Jectures weekly. If at a greater dis- 
tance, as for instance Los Angeles. a 
professor may remain a week or, two 
giving one or two lectures daily, and 
then continue the instruction by corre- 
spondence. 

A University extension lecturer 
touches only the outlines of his subject, 
leaving the student to verify. by per- 
sonal research the suggestions made to 
him. The impression that only teach- 
ers are eligible to University exten- 
sion course is entirely erroneons, the 
very nature of the undertaking pre- | 
cluding’ any such idea.. Teachers are 
supposed to have completed the ‘gen- ‘ 
eralities of their education before en- 
tering upon their vocation, and Univer- 
sity extension aims to interest mainly 
that class who have not had the oppor- 
tunities to complete a regular college 
course. 

In San Francisco aclass of 400 has 
devoted months tothe study of Shake- 
spearian subjects, a class of 80, mostly 

oung men, to mathematics. Classesin 

istory, political economy and other 
branches have also been maintained. 
In the classes you are either an attend- 
ant or an enrolled member. The latter 
anly have the privilege of making an 
examination and receiving a certificate 
at the completion of the course and ex- 
amination. |

AN INTERESTING CASE. 


Mrs, Tapia’s Modest Claim Against the 
Olsens for #109.

SANTA BARBARA, April 21, 1892°—[Staff 
Correspondence of Tas Timgs.] The festiv- 
ities of yesterday were closed by the grand 
reception given last evening at the pa- 
vilion by Mr. and Mrs. Rowland Hazard to 
Santa Barbara's invited guests. The large 
auditorium had been partially redecorated, 
costly rugs were spread upon the floor and 
the room was brilliantly lighted by incan- 
descent lamps, which burned everywhere 
beneath the moss-draped roof. More than 
600 invited guests were in attendance, and 
the occasion was a most fitting and enjoya- 
ble close of the day’s festivities. Elegant 
refreshments were served beneath the 
paims and flowering orange trees, accom- 
panied by delightful music. 

In =f hastily written letter of yesterday 
I failed to note some of the most unique 
features of the grand fiocal processign.

“Friar Tuck’’ “Maid Marian,"’ armored 
“Littlejohn” and gay ‘“‘Robin Hood,’’ with 
othersof his men. ‘Paddy Duffy’s Cart”’ 
caused much merriment, and ‘Duffy's’ 
wife, while not a “thing of beauty,’’ was 
funny beyond words. The billygoat be- 
longing to the sailors of the Charleston 
walked asif he felt the splendorof his 
adornment, and his whole air seemed tosay: 
‘*Did you ever see a fellow haif so fine?”’ 

I was out driving this morning and rode 
past many beautiful gardens, yet I could 
scarcely see where a flower could have been 
plucked so great was the abundance still 
remaining. 

I have been ruminating today upon the 
extended scale upon which a 
flower carfival might be carried out if the 
different cities of Southern California were 
to unite every yearin giving it together.

There js nowhere a land that summer so 
loves; no country where blossoms grow in 
such rich profusion, nor where gardens at- 
tain to greater perfection. 

Santa Barbara should have the honor of 
inaugurating and carrying to success this 
grand flower carnival and battle of the 
roses, but if Southern California were to 
unite together every year for a week of 
such festivities even greater things might 
be accomplished.

The Event Daly Honored in Los Angeles 
Kindergartens. 

A pleasing feature of the exercises in 

the kindergarten department of the 


public schools vesterday was the cele- | 


bration of the birthday of Froebel, 
founder of the ‘‘new education,”’ as this 
system is now’ generally called: In 
honor of the day the little ones had 
contributed large quantities of flowers, 
with which the deft fingers of the 
teachers had tastily decorated the walls 
of the schoolrooms, while the exercises 
and the songs were all chosen with es- 
pecial reference to the day.

THE COURTS. 


A Suit Growing Out of Fraud- 
ulent Warrants. 


The County Trying to Recover on 
Treasurer Broaded’s Bond, 


Another Chinese Murder Trial Com- 
menced Before Judge Shaw. 


Taking of Testimony in the Barns Divorce 
Suit Concluded—Quick Work Made 
of a Couple of Burglars— 
Court Notes. 


In Department Two yesterday after- 
noon the trial of the case of the County 
of Los Angeles vs. James B. Lanker- 
shim, an action to recover money from 
defendant as surety ona bond, wascom- 
menced before Judge Clark. The plain- 
tiff was represented by Deputy District 
Attorney Marble and Messrs. Silent, 
Houghton and Campbell, while Messrs. 
S. M. White, Graves, O’Melveny and 
Shankland/appeared for the defendant. 

At thé time of the discovery of the 
Edelman frauds, a number of other 
warrants were brought to light which 
had been paid by County Treasurer J. 
W. Broader, but which had never been 
authorized, eight of these amounting to 
$5474, and five others which had been 
raised from small sums, until they were 
worth $278.80, form the basis of the 
suit, which was brought againt the de- 
fendant, Lankershim. as one of the 
sureties on. Broader’s official bond. 

A number of witnesses were exam- 
ined, and at the close of the testimony 
the matter was ordered submitted upon 
briefs to be filed in ten, ten and five 
days, respectively. 

CHINESE MURDER TRIAL. 

In Department Five yesterday morn- 
ing the case against Ah Len, one of the 
four Chinese charged with the murder 
of Fong Ah Lung on May 8, 1890, came 
up for trial before Judge Shaw, the
